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The  Medical  Department  of  tlie  University  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  which  was  established  in  1841  in  the  Stuyvesant  Institute  on 
Broadway,  lias  its  present  site  directly  opposite  the  entrance  to 
Bellevue  Hospital,  on  Twenty-sixth  Street,  near  the  East  River. 
The  Faculty  were  led  to  the  choice  of  a  location  which  would  be 
central  with  reference  to  Hospital  institutions,  from  the  early 
recognition  in  the  history  of  the  college  of  the  importance  of 
clinical  instruction  in  connection  with  the  stated  branches  of  medi¬ 
cal  study,  the  provision  for  which  was  initiated  in  this  country  by 
its  late  eminent  Professor  of  Surgery,  Dr.  Yalentine  Mott.  Besides 
Bellevue  Hospital,  and  the  Department  of  Out-door  Medical 
Charity,  which  is  directly  opposite,  the  College  is  in  immediate 
proximity  to  the  ferry  which  communicates  with  the  Charity 
Hospital  and  the  other  great  public  institutions  on  Blackwell’s 
Island.  These  establishments,  in  connection  with  Bellevue,  belong 
to  the  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Chari¬ 
ties  have  thrown  them  open  to  the  students  of  all  the  medical  col¬ 
leges  on  precisely  equal  terms.  A  ticket  furnished  by  the  Faculty 
of  the  University  will  enable  a  student  to  spend  a  large  part  of 
each  day  in  these  buildings,  which  contain  over  fifteen  thousand 
patients  annually,  thus  affording  a  field  not  surpassed  in  any  other 
city  for  the  study  and  investigation  of  every  branch  of  practice, 
either  general  or  special.  Moreover,  there  are  public  examinations 
held  by  impartial  boards  twice  in  each  year,  at  which  twenty -four 
assistants  are  appointed  to  these  institutions,  each  to  serve  eighteen 
months.  The  Faculty  are  also  able  to  send  their  graduates  before 
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the  Examining  Boards  of  many  other  important  hospitals  in  the 
city  which  are  not  supported  by  the  public  treasury. 


NEW  COLLEGE  EDIFICE. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  next  session  the  college  will  enter  a 
new  building,  which  has  been  erected  at  great  expense  with  a  view 
to  render  it  as  complete  as  possible  in  all  its  equipments,  for  the 
purposes  of  a  medical  school.  The  Faculty,  Council  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  friends  of  the  college,  have  been  led  to  undertake  this 
enterprise,  owing  to  the  insufficient  accommodations  of  the  old  col¬ 
lege  building  for  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  students 
attending  the  recent  winter  sessions. 

The  new  general  lecture  room  is  intended  to  seat  five  hundred 
students,  and  in  connection  therewith  is  every  facility  for  clinical 
and  didactic  lectures. 

The  dissecting  room,  containing  an  area  of  nearly  three  thousand 
square  feet,  will  enable  two  hundred  students  to  dissect  at  one  time, 
and  has  been  constructed  with  particular  regard  for  light  and  ven¬ 
tilation. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  three  large  and  thoroughly  equip¬ 
ped  physiological  and  chemical  laboratories ,  both,  for  general  and 
special  instruction  and  experimentation.  It  is  believed,  therefore, 
that  no  institution  in  the  country  can  afford  superior  facilities  for 
practical  study  and  investigation  in  these  branches. 

Moreover,  the  edifice  contains  a  large  museum ,  a  number  of 
recitation  rooms ,  a  general  reading  and  reception  room ,  and  rooms 
specially  fitted  up  for  photography,  for  the  use  of  the  ophthalmo¬ 
scope,  spectroscope,  etc. 

Ample  provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  illustration  of  the 
uses  of  all  modern  devices  and  appliances  in  the  treatment  and 
diagnosis  of  medical  and  surgical  diseases.  For  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  patients  who  have  submitted  to  the  graver  surgical  opera¬ 
tions,  male  and  female  clinical  wards  have  been  provided  where 
the  patients  may  remain  until  they  have  recovered  sufficiently  to 
be  removed  without  risk.  Cases  which  would  otherwise  be  lost  to 
the  College  Clinics  will  thus  be  operated  on  before  the  Class.

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WINTER  COURSE  OF  LECTURES. 

During  the  Winter  Session  didactic  and  clinical  lectures  will  be 
given  daily  by  the  members  of  this  Faculty  as  follows  : 

In  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  Professor  Budd  will  give  each 
week  three  didactic  lectures  in  the  College  building,  and  one  clini¬ 
cal  lecture  in  Bellevue  Hospital. 

In  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  Professor  Draper  will  give 
three  lectures  each  week,  and  personally  supervise  the  students’ 
Chemical  Laboratory. 

In  the  Department  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine,  Professor 
Loomis,  in  addition  to  the  didactic  lectures  of  his  course,  will  give 
two  clinical  lectures  each  week,  one  in  Bellevue  Hospital  and  one 
in  the  College  building. 

In  the  Department  of  Anatomy,  Professor  Darling  will  give  five 
lectures  each  week,  and  personally  direct  the  dissecting  classes  in 
Practical  Anatomy. 

In  the  Department  of  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Thomson,  in  addition  to  the  didactic  lectures  of  his  course, 
will  give  two  clinical  lectures  each  week,  one  in  Bellevue  Hospital, 
and  one  in  the  College  building. 

In  the  Department  of  Physiology  and  Histology,  Professor 
Arnold  will  give  four  lectures  each  week,  and  personally  superin¬ 
tend  tlieMicroscopical  and  Physiological  Laboratories. 

In  the  Department  of  Surgery,  Professor  Darby  will  give  three 
didactic,  and  one  clinical  lecture  each  week  ;  Professor  Mason  will 
give  one  didactic  lecture  in  the  College  building,  and  one  clinical 
lecture  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  Professor  Post  will  continue  his 
weekly  clinic  in  the  College  building.  Professor  Pardee,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  his  duties  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  will  give  one  lecture  each 
week  during  the  Spring  Session,  which  will  be  illustrated  with 
cases  from  the  Manhattan  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital.

POST-GRADUATE  COURSE. 

By  establishing  a  Post-Graduate  Course  in  connection  with  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  University,  it  is  proposed  to  meet  a 
widely  felt  requirement  in  medical  education  in  our  country. 
The  facilities  on  the  one  hand  for  instruction  in  Pew  York  are  so 
much  more  extensive  than  those  which  are  necessary  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  alone,  while  on  the  other  so  many 
graduates  in  Medicine  have  heretofore  been  obliged  to  go  abroad 
to  perfect  themselves  in  special  branches  of  study  or  of  prac¬ 
tice,  that  it  has  seemed  to  the  Faculty  of  tire  Medical  Depart- 
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ment  of  the  University  a  duty  owed  by  them  to  the  profession  to 
afford  by  this  Course  as  complete  a  system  of  Post-Graduate  in¬ 
struction  as  it  would  be  possible  to  obtain  elsewhere. 

LECTURES  AND  CLINICS. 

This  Course  is  to  consist  of  lectures  delivered  by  the  professors 
of  the  several  departments  in  the  College  building  during  the  regular 
winter  session,  illustrated  by  clinics  held  both  in  hospitals  and  at 
the  College.  After  an  attendance  of  one  session  on  these  lectures 
any  candidate  who  is  already  a  graduate  of  a  recognized  Medical 
College  can  obtain  a  Diploma  Certificate  countersigned  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  University  and  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Medical  Department,  and  by  four  or  more  professors  of  the  Post- 
Graduate  Course,  to  the  effect  that  the  candidate  has  passed  an 
examination  by  them  in  their  respective  branches  of  special  medi¬ 
cal  instruction.  The  fee  for  the  Diploma  Certificate  of  this  Course 
is  $30. 

Prof.  Eoosa  will  give  one  didactic  lecture  and  one  clinic  each 
week  on  the  subjects  of  Ophthalmology  and  Otology. 

Prof.  Hammond  will  give  one  didactic  lecture  and  one  clinic 
each  week  on  the  subject  of  the  Diseases  of  the  Mind  and  Nervous 
System. 

Prof.  Stephen  Smith  will  give  each  week  one  didactic  lecture  in 
the  College  building,  and  one  clinical  lecture  in  Bellevue  Hospital 
on  the  subject  of  Orthopaedic  Surgery  and  Surgical  Jurisprudence. 

Prof.  Arnold  will  give  a  course  of  twelve  lectures  on  the  subject 
of  Pathological  Anatomy. 

Prof.  Pallen  will  give  one  didactic  lecture  each  week  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Gynaecology. 

Prof.  Weisse  will  give  one  didactic  lecture  a  week  in  the  College 
building  on  the  subject  of  Surgical  Anatomy. 

Prof.  Piffard  will  give  one  clinic  each  week  in  the  College  build¬ 
ing  on  the  subject  of  Dermatology. 

Note.— These  Lectures  are  open  to  all  the  students  of  the  University,  but  exami¬ 
nations  upon  them  are  only  given  to  candidates  for  the  Post-Graduate  Certificate.

Hospital,  during  the  months  of  November  and  December,  and  will 
give  a  course  of  lectures  during  the  Spring  Session.

SESSIONS. 

The  Collegiate  Year  is  divided  into  two  sessions — the  Regular 
Winter  Session,  and  the  Spring  Session.  The  latter  is  supplemen¬ 
tary  to  the  former,  the  design  of  the  Faculty  being  to  furnish 
instruction  to  medical  students  throughout  the  year.  Attendance 
on  the  Regular  Winter  Session  is  all  that  is  demanded  of  the  can¬ 
didate  for  graduation. 

SPRING  SESSION. 

The  Spring  Session  combines  Clinical  and  Didactic  Teaching 
with  Daily  Recitations,  thus  affording  efficient  and  systematic 
instruction  to  the  advanced  student  as  well  as  to  the  beginner. 
Two  Recitations  will  be  held  daily  by  the  Professors  or  their  assist- 
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ants  in  the  College  building ;  these  Recitations  will  embrace  Sur¬ 
gery,  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medicine,  Physiology,  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica,  Obstetrics,  and  Histology.  One  Didactic  Lecture 
will  be  given  daily  in  the  College  building  by  the  Professors  of 
the  Auxiliary  Faculty.  Two  Clinical  Lectures  will  be  given  daily, 
either  at  Bellevue  or  Charity  Hospitals,  or  the  Manhattan  Eye  and 
Ear  Hospital.  The  Dissecting-Room  will  be  open  during  the  first 
two  months  of  the.  Session,  under  the  personal  direction  and  super¬ 
intendence  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The  Chemical,  Micro¬ 
scopical,  and  Physiological  Laboratories  will  be  open  during  the 
Session  for  practical  instruction  in  those  branches. 

This  course  begins  in  the  first  week  of  March,  and  ends  the 
middle  of  May,  when  the  Summer  Commencement  is  held. 

PRELIMINARY  WINTER  SESSION. 

The  Preliminary  Term  commences  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  15, 
1875,  and  continues  until  the  opening  of  the  Regular  Session.  The 
Lectures  in  this  Term,  both  Clinical  and  Didactic,  will  be  the  same 
in  number  and  order  as  during  the  Winter  Session,  and  will  be 
given  by  the  Professors  of  the  Regular  and  Post-Graduate  Facul¬ 
ties.  The  subjects  of  the  Lectures  will  be  introductory  to  those  of 
the  Regular  Course.  Attendance  on  this  Term  is  optional  with  the 
Student,  and  is  not  a  requisite  for  graduation,  but  the  Faculty 
earnestly  hope  that  the  Students  will  avail  themselves  of  the  ad¬ 
vantages  afforded  by  this  practical  course. 


REGULAR  WINTER  SESSION. 

The  Regular  Winter  Course  occupies  four  and  one-half  months, 
commencing  on  Wednesday,  September  29,  1875,  and  continuing 
to  the  middle  of  February,  1875.  The  system  of  instruction  for 
the  coming  Session  will  be  as  follows  : — - 

From  four  to  five  Didactic  Lectures  will  be  given  each  day  in 
the  College  building,  and  will  embrace  a  thorough  course  in  Medi¬ 
cine  and  Surgery,  both  elementary  and  practical.  Two  Clinical 
Lectures  will  also  be  given  each  day,  one  of  which  will  be  a  hospital 
clinic  in  the  Amphitheatre  of  either  Bellevue,  Charity,  Roosevelt, 
or  in  the  Manhattan  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital.  The  other  will  be 
given  in  the  College  Amphitheatre,  and  will  be  illustrated  by  cases 
furnished  by  the  different  Dispensaries  of  the  city. 
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CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION  IN  HOSPITALS. 

The  resources  of  Hew  York  for  instruction  in  hospitals,  to  all  of 
which  tickets  are  issued  to  students  of  the  University,  and  in  which 
clinical  instruction  will  be  given  daily  by  different  members  of  its 
faculty,  are  as  follows  : 

Bellevue  Hospital,  immediately  opposite  the  University,  con¬ 
tains  more  medical  cases  than  any  other  hospital  in  the  country. 
More  than  seven  thousand  cases  are  received  annually,  and  thus  all 
forms  of  diseases  and  injury  (except  contagious  disorders,  which 
are  treated  on  Blackwell’s  Island)  can  he  studied  in  its  wards.  All 
the  clinics  held  in  the  hospital  are  open  to  University  students 
daily,  and  the  surgical  operations  of  importance  are  performed 
publicly  in  its  Amphitheatre.  Twelve  Junior  Assistants  are 
appointed  by  competitive  examination  each  year. 

Charity  Hospital,  on  Blackwell's  Island.  The  ferry  is  a  few 
steps  from  the  University,  and  the  passage  and  entrance-ticket  is 
furnished  by  the  Faculty.  It  usually  contains  eight  hundred 
patients,  a  large  proportion  being  cases  of  syphilitic  disease,  both 
in  males  and  females,  genito-urinary  and  uterine  diseases,  and  a 
large  obstetric  service.  Several  of  the  Professors  and  staff  of  the 
University  are  connected  with  this  hospital,  and  students  will  have 
every  facility  for  study  and  examination.  Twelve  Junior  Assist¬ 
ants  are  appointed  by  competitive  examination  each  year. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  under  the  control  of  the  Hew  York 
City  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction, 
and  accessible  to  students,  the  Fever  and  Small-Pox  Hospitals,  the 
hospital  for  Epileptics  and  Paralytics,  the  Hursery  Hospital,  the 
In  sane  Asylum,  and  the  Bureau  of  Belief  for  the  Out-door  Poor. 
This  last,  in  which  gratuitous  advice  and  medicine  are  given  to 
walking  cases  of  disease,  is  opposite  the  University  Medical  College 
on  Twenty-sixth  Street,  and  can  he  visited  by  its  students  every 
day. 

The  Boosevelt  Hospital  in  Fifty-ninth  Street,  and  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Hospital  in  Seventy-third  Street,  have  recently  been  opened 
for  the  reception  of  patients  ;  and  in  these  institutions  Profs.  Post 
and  Mason  will  perform  operations  before  the  class  during  the 
Winter  Session. 

Besides  the  above  advantages,  the  students  of  the  University 
have  access  to  the  Manhattan  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  of  which 
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Profs.  Roosa  and  Pardee  are  Surgeons,  and  where  2,500  new 
patients  are  treated  annually,  and  over  500  operations  performed. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  graduates  and  students  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  can  apply  for  positions  on  the  resident  staff  of  thd  St.  Vincent, 
Mt.  Sinai,  St.  Luke’s,  the  Children’s,  and  the  Woman’s  Hos¬ 
pitals;  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  the  Colored  Home,  the  Manhattan 
Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  and  the  Emigrant’s  Hospital. 

The  extraordinary  facilities  and  advantages  presented  by  the 
City  of  Hew  York  for  the  acquisition  of  practical  knowledge  in 
medicine  and  surgery  strongly  recommend  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
medical  profession  and  to  students.  The  University  led  the  way 
in  inaugurating  and  developing  these  great  advantages,  and  its 
Faculty  will  continue  to  make  them  as  available  as  possible. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

The  supply  of  dissecting  material  is  abundant,  and  is  fur¬ 
nished  to  matriculants  of  the  University  free  of  charge.  The  Ana¬ 
tomical  Room  in  the  College  building  is  large,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated,  and  is  supplied  with  everything  requisite  for  the  con¬ 
venience  and  comfort  of  the  student,  and  will  be  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  direction  and  superintendence  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy, 
who  devotes  a  large  part  of  his  time  to  demonstration.  The  Dis¬ 
secting  Room  will  be  open  from  the  last  of  September  until  the 
middle  of  May. 

MORBID  ANATOMY. 

Students  of  the  University  will  have  free  access  to  the  Post¬ 
mortem  Rooms  of  Bellevue  and  Charity  Hospitals,  where  Exami¬ 
nations  are  made  daily  b}r  the  Curators. 

The  large  number  of  Coroner’s  cases  affords  illustrations  of 
topics  relating  to  Medical  and  Surgical  Jurisprudence.  Coroner’s 
Inquests  are  also  made  from  time  to  time  before  the  class. 

SURGERY. 

Operations  will  be  performed  daily  by  Professors  Post,  Darby, 
Mason,  Smith,  and  Howe,  at  Bellevue,  Charity,  Roosevelt,  and 
Presbyterian  Hospitals,  and  in  the  College  building. 

Prof.  Alfred  C.  Post  having  resigned  the  Chair  of  Surgery,  and 
having  been  appointed  Emeritus  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery,  Dr. 
John  T.  Darby,  late  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery  in  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  has  been  elected  by  the  Council 
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Professoi’  of  Surgery  in  the  University,  and  Dr.  Erskine  Mason, 
Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery.  Special  Courses  of  Instruction  in 
Operative  Surgery  on  the  Cadaver  will  be  given  by  Professors 
Darby  and  Mason. 

OBSTETRICS. 

The  Lectures  on  Obstetrics  are  illustrated  by  cases  in  the  Col¬ 
lege  building  and  Hospitals.  The  principal  operations  are  per¬ 
formed  each  Session  before  the  class,  and  this  important  branch  of 
the  medical  art  can  be  studied  as  a  specialty. 

Second-Course  Students  will  be  provided  with  cases  of  labor,  of 
which  they  take  the  entire  control,  unless  the  cases  are  compli¬ 
cated,  when  the  Professor  of  Obstetrics  or  his  Adjunct  will  assist 
them. 


CHEMISTRY. 

The  Professor  of  Chemistry  gives  special  attention  to  those 
branches  of  his  subject  which  are  of  importance  to  physicians. 
He  devotes  a  part  of  the  course  to  Toxicology,  and  has  frequent 
opportunities  of  illustration  by  practical  cases.  lie  has  also  per¬ 
sonal  charge  of  the  Laboratory,  where  Students  may  become  fami¬ 
liar  with  chemical  manipulations  at  a  trifling  expense. 

PRACTICAL  MEDICINE. 

In  addition  to  the  Didactic  and  Clinical  Lectures  on  Pathology 
and  Practical  Medicine  given  in  the  College  building.  Professor 
Loomis  will  organize  a  Diagnosis  Class,  to  be  held  in  the  Amphi¬ 
theatre  of  Bellevue  Hospital  on  Tuesday  of  each  week,  when  stu¬ 
dents  will  examine  patients  and  make  diagnoses  before  the  class. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Professor  Arnold  will  give  during  the  course  a  full  series  of 
experiments,  consisting  of  vivisections,  enlargements  on  the  screen 
with  the  stereopticou,  the  electric  microscope,  the  megascope,  etc. 
The  circulation  and  heart’s  action  will  be  demonstrated  by  means 
of  Marrey’s  apparatus,  or  the  graphic  method.  Suitable  instru¬ 
ments  will  be  made  use  of  for  illustrating  the  physiology  of  the 
nervous  system.  Chemical  and  mechanical  problems  in  their  phy¬ 
siological  bearings  will  receive  marked  attention. 
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MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 

In  this  course  special  attention  is  directed  to  those  Remedial 
Agents  which  are  not  Medicines,  and  the  aetioil  of  Medicines 
Proper,  with  particular  reference  to  their  practical  application, 
illustrated  in  Bellevue  Hospital  and  in  the  College  Clinics. 

MOTT  PRIZE  MEDALS. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  venerable  Hr.  Valentine  Mott,  who  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  this  College,  and  for  many  years  its  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Professor  of  Surgery,  perpetual  provision  was  made  for 
the  following-  medals

A  gold  medal  to  the  candidate  who  shall  prepare  the  best  dried 
anatomical  or  anatomico-surgical  preparation. 

A  silver  medal  to  the  second  best  of  that  description. 

A  bronze  medal  to  the  candidate  who  shall  furnish  the  best  book 
of  recorded  cases  and  remarks  of  the  Professor  of  either  of  the 
Surgical  Clinics. 

Candidates  for  graduation,  as  well  as  first  and  second  course 
students,  may  compete  for  these  medals. 

The  preparation  shall  belong  to  the  University  Mott  Prize 
Museum,  and  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  maker. 

The  volume  of  cases  shall  also  belong  to,  and  be  deposited  in 
the  Museum. 

The  medals  to  be  announced  by  the  Chancellor,  and  presented 
to  the  successful  candidates,  at  the  Spring  Commencement  of  the 
College. 

The  medals  not  to  be  awarded,  except  the  specimens  presented 
are  of  sufficiently  good  character.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have 
attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures — the  latter  in  this  College. 
They  must  have  studied  medicine  three  years,  under  the  direction 
of  a  regular  physician  or  surgeon,  and  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  medical 
thesis,  and  to  deposit  it  witli  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  Full  cer¬ 
tificates  of  the  time  of  study,  of  age,  and  of  moral  character  must 
also  be  furnished. 
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lie  must  be  examined  separately  by  the  Professors  of  Surgery, 
Obstetrics,  Chemistry,  Practice  of  Medicine,  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
and  Materia  Medica. 

The  Ad-eundem  Degree  of  the  University  will  he  conferred  on 
graduates  of  recognized  Medical  Colleges  who  shall  have  passed 
satisfactory  examinations  by  the  Professors  of  Practice  of  Medicine, 
Materia  Medica,  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics. 

Two  Commencements  take  place  annually  in  the  University,  at 
either  of  which  the  candidates  who  have  complied  with  the  above 
requisitions  may  graduate. 

The  first  is  in  the  middle  of  February,  the  second  about  the 
middle  of  June. 

FEES  FOR  THE  WINTER  COURSE. 

Matriculation  Fee ,  $5. 

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  $110; 
for  each  separate  ticket,  $20. 

Ticket  of  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  $10. 

Graduation  Fee,  $30. 

The  tickets  are  to  be  taken  out  at  the  beginning  of  the  Session. 

Students  who  have  already  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures 
in  other  regular  schools,  are  admitted  on  paying  the  matriculation 
fee  and  $70. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or 
who,  having  attended  one  full  course  in  some  regularly  established 
medical  school,  shall  subsequently  attend  one  full  course  in  this 
College,  are  admitted  to  a  third  course  of  lectures  on  paying  the 
matriculation  fees  only. 

Graduates  of  regular  schools,  and  Theological  Students ,  are 
admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying  matriculation  fee. 

FEES  FOR  THE  SPRING  COURSE. 

Students  who  have  attended  the  Winter  Course  of  lectures  will 
be  admitted  to  the  Spring  and  Summer  Course  free  of  charge, 
except  the  matriculation  fee.  Those  who  have  not  attended  the 
Winter  Course  will  be  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  and  $30;  and,  should  they  decide  to  become  pupils  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  for  the  Winter  Course  ensuing,  the  $30  thus  paid  will  he 
credited  to  them  on  taking  out  their  tickets  for  that  course.  The 
student  will  therefore  gain  in  this  manner  seven  months’  instruc- 
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tion  free  of  cost.  A  laboratory  fee  of  $5  is  charged  for  the  Spring 
Course. 

The  Diploma  of  the  University  is  recognized  by  the  Eoyal  Col¬ 
lege  of  Surgeons,  England.

BENEFICIARY  FOUNDATION. 

For  the  purpose  of  assisting  meritorious  individuals,  the  Faculty 
will  receive  annually  a  limited  number  of  beneficiaries,  each  of 
whom  will  be  required  to  pay  $43  and  the  matriculation  fee  toward 
the  expenses  of  the  institution.  The  sons  of  physicians  and  clergy¬ 
men,  other  things  being  equal,  will  be  considered  as  having  a  pre¬ 
ferred  claim.  Those  who  are  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of 
this  foundation  will  present  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  during  the 
summer,  satisfactory  documents,  showing  them  to  be  persons  of 
good  moral  character,  of  appropriate  elementary  education,  and  in 
circumstances  which  require  this  assistance.
